Yet he whois far from ſeeking honour, may very juſtly 
obviate cenſure. If a good example has been ſet, it may 
loſe its influence by miſrepreſentation; and to free cha- 
rity from reproach, is itſelf a Charitable action. 


+ Againſt the relief of the French; only one argument 
bas been brought; but that one is ſo popular and ſpe- 


cious, that if it were to remain unexamined, it would by 


many be thought irrefragable. It has been urged, that 


charity, like other virtues, may be improperly and un- 


jects that never may be found? 


ſeaſonably exerted ; that while we ate relieving, French-

Grant this argument all it can prove, and what is the 
concluſion ? --- that to relieve the French is a good 
action, but that a better may be conceived. This is all 
the reſult, and this all is very little. To do the beſt, 
can ſeldom be the lot of man; it is ſufficient if, when 
opportunities are preſented, he is ready to do good. How 
little virtue could be practiſed, if beneficence were to

1000 pair of ſtockings, 1000 woollen-caps, and 1000 ſhirts. This 
reſolution was ordered to be printed in the public- papers, with no- 
tice of another General Meeting to be held at the ſame place on the 
following thurſday, december 20. 


At this ſecond meeting it was reſolved to appoint a General Com- 
mittee; and the following noblemen and gentlemen were choſen, 
together with every ſubſcriber that ſhould think proper to attend:

HE contributions received in this town and neighbourhood, towards 
cloathing the poor French Priſoners, amounted to 32 l. 


The vulgar prejudices which were oppoſed to this charity, and the vio- 
lent clamours raiſed againſt it, by the author of a letter, who threw on 
its promoters the accumulated reproach of Traitors, Jacobites, and 
Enemies to their Country, prevented me from receiving more. 

With the ſums collected, I provided forty-eight warm lapell'd waiſt- 
coats, forty-eight pair of cloth breeches, forty-four ſhirts, forty-five pair 
of ſtockings, and forty-four pair of ſhoes; which I had the ſatisfaction of 
diſtributing amongſt the greateſt number of naked wretches I] ever law 
m one place. 

I cannot finiſh my letter on this occaſion, without triumphing in this 
reflection, That as aur victorious troops have proved an overmatch for 
our enemies at the fatal deciſion of the ſword, fo will our numberleſs 
ſubſcriptions to cloath them convince the whole world, that we are as 
much their ſuperiors in the gentler paſſions of mercy and benevolence.
